AFTEK THE ACCIDENT 


Never .Regained Consciousness - De- 


ceased Prominent Contractor of 


City and State-Born in Mt. 


Pleasant in 1859. 


A defective board in the scaffolding at 


the high school building this morning, 
caused Contractor Hugh R. .Edward's to 


fnll from the third floor of the building, 


R distance of nearly fifty feat causing 
injuries that resulted in his death 
a 


short while luter. The accident occurred 
shortly after 8: JO o'clock, within u few 
minutes after Mr. 'Edwards arrived at 
the building, where he iiad a large num- 
ber of men employed. . 


FULL THROUGH SCAFFOLDING. 


After overseeing the 
work 
• on 
the 


third floor of the building Mr. Edwards 
stepped through the window, which had 
been used as a door, by the workmen, 
and stood on top of the scaffolding. The 
board on which he stood, gave way im- 
mediately under his weight, and losing 
his balance, Mr. Edwards started to full. 
He grasped at a scantling for support,. 
in the effort to recover his balance, but 
this, too, gave way and he was precipi- 
tated a distance of fifty feet to the bot- 
lom, binding on a pile of wheelbarrows 
and rubbish that hnd been in use in the 
construction of the building. 


HIS SKULL FRACTURED. 


He struck on hiu head, suffering a se- 


vere franture'of the 'skull "anil internal 
injuries, the extent of which can not be 
determined. 'The dljzonTnmbulance wa* 


• at once called and the. injured man tak- 


en to the hospital, where ho died with- 
out recovering consciousness. 


ONLY ONE EYE-WITNESS-^ 


'The only person to witness the acci- 


dent was W. Chribtianspn, n mason in 
the employ of .Mr. Edward*. Too shock' 
ed by the sight to venture near the pros. 
triite body of his employer, the man at 
once .-•iimmoned Louis Johnson, 
chief 


janitor of the High school building, who 
lifted the body from where, it. lay, and 
called the ambulance.. .Mr. Edwards was 
then unconscious and Weeding 
heavily 


froni a dreadful gash just' above the 
left ear, where his skull had been frac- 
tured. It is thought 
the contractor 


struck his head against the sharp cor- 
ner of the scaffolding in making the de- 
scent, and this blow resulted 
in the 


death, rather than injuries received from 
the fall.

DIED AT THE HOSPITAL. 


Drs. llaven, Xott. Sorenson and Tay- 


lor were at once called, but could do lit- 
tle for the injured man, the accident be- 
ing such that the death could hardly be 
delayed until he reached, the 'hospital. 
Mr. Edward's sister, Mrs. John Roberts 
of Park nvcnuc, with whom he made his 
home, and other relatives .were called, 
and reached the hospital before death en- 
sued. 


HAD MUCH WORK ON HAND. 


Jlr. Edwards was one of the 
best 


known contractors of tlio city, and every 
detail of his different contracts were all 
attended to by him in person. At the 
time of his death, a number of important 
jqbs were in the'-coursc of completion 
ami for the past few months he 
hns 


•worked almost night ami" day, oversco- 
ing his men. 
Besides tho^w.ork. at the 


liigh school which resulted' in. his death, 
Mr. Edward* hnd men, at work on the 
Y. M. C. A. building, the 'Hartmnn build- 
ing, the Alshuler building and many oth- 
ers about town. 


SIMILAR 'ACCIDENT. 


The high school building

Hugh R. Edwards was a contractor 


and builder of considerable reputation, 
not only in Racine, but in cities in a 
number of.states, and was especially 
identified with the material growth of 
Wisconsin and Illinois. He was born in 
the tow,!!, of Alt. Pleasant, Racine coun- 
ty, August. 1; 1850, and was the son of 
Hugh and Elizube'th B. (Evans) Hughes, 
both natives of Wales. The father came 
to this country in 1357 and located in

(juarrics three miles from the.city, which 
he operated while he lived. His death 
occurred in December, ISPS, and his wife 
died two years later.

Then he left his home and be- 
enme a coach boy for Charless Ward, but

This experience- of more than four 


,-ears gave him absolute mastery of all 
practical details of the business ill which 
ic had acquired such prominence. He 
erected many of the finest buildings in 
Racine and vicinity, also at .Rock-ford, 


Winnetka, Waukegan, Hvmiston, 


\enosha, and a score of'other cities in 
;he state. 


Mr. Edwards became one of the best 


uiown- builders in the United'States. His 
standing among his business associates 
va in evidence from, the-fact that he • 
erved - on the executive board of, con- 
tractors aiul 
builders 
of 
the United 


States, representing the state'of Wiscon- 
sin. 
He also enjoyed a membership in 


the Contractors' and • Builders' associa- 
tion, of RaciVie.and the National Builders 
Association of the United States. As an 
enterprising and progressive man 
he 


stood at the .head; he was honest and 
upright in all of his dealings and his 
word was as good as his bond. Few men 
have been more 'prominently identified 
with the grovyth of the city and his un- 
timely death is regretted by the entire 
city at large.

The young woman original- 
ly came from ilarinette, Wis., and was 
married to Clarence James some three 
or four months ago. For some reason 
the couple did not get along well togeth- 
er and the husband soon after left her, 
the' claim being made that she was not 
an industrious and'economical helpmate 
and was told that unless she did better 
she must leave the James home. This 
she d;d three days ago and went to 2010 
Kinzie avenue. 


Apparently she was in mental distress 


over her domestic difficulties, at any rate 
she is snid to have taken carbolic acid 
early

The police ambulance removed her to St. 
Luke's, and the physsicinns made a care-

was not ordered from the James home, 
but left on advice of her attorney.

as gigantic a success of Zion as Dowio 
had made a failure. He stated that he 
had planned to secure great tracts of 
land which would be laid out for the use 
of colonies to be organized by him among 
the poor and down-trodden and that they 
would be given this land without money 
and that no restrictions would be placed 
on'their mode of living.

MADISON, Wis., Oct. 31.—A varie't; 


of corn that yields from 75 to 100 bush 
els of shelled corn per acre has bee 
developed at the University of Wiscon 
sin college of agriculture expcriineu 
fnrm by Agronomist Ransom A. Moor 
This corn, which is known as "Wiscon 
sin No. 7,"* or "Silver King," is .the tr 
umph of four years' experimentation b 
Professor Moore, nnd shows the poss 
bility of producing phenomenal resuli 
by careful methods of selection. Twenty 
two acres of this corn have just bee 
harvested on the university farm, prc 
ducing 75 bushels, shelled, per acre. Th 
importance of this variety 
is evident 


when this yield is compared with the av- 
erage yield of the United States, which 
is only 29 bushels, or the average of the 
state of Wisconsin, which is but 33 bush- 
els. Members of the Wisconsin Agricul- 
tural Experiment association, who are 
graduates of the short course in agricul- 
ture, have been growing this corn under 
the direction of Professor Moore on their 
farms, and have obtained from -80 to 
100 bushels per acre. Last year 275 
.Tadiiates of the short course in 71 
counties of the state tried Silver'King 
corn, and reported an average yteld of 
59.2 .bushels, shelled,, per acre, against 
an average yield of 40.2 bushels for the 
best of all oilier varieties. .•

Last Oneof Tear Shows WUoonnln Farmers 


HHTO B««n Favored. 


The following crop report, issued- Fri- 


day by Secretary True of the state board 
of agriculture, shows .that the Wisconsin 
f:\rmcrs have had one of the best'years 
in the agricultural history of the state: 


"Our final crop report for this season 


aims to give the average yield per.accq 
of the principal farm 
crops grown ,in 


Wisconsin, the. quality of the same—up- 
on a basis of 100, representing a high, 
average for a term of years—and the ay-j 
crage price of the same on the home 
market.

"Yields have been uniformly good,. ,051 


generally favorable crop conditions have, 
prevailed throughout the state during 
the entire season. 
. t> ; 


"The yield of small grains was dimin- 


ished in the southern section during the; 
early summer and higher average.-; arc 
received from the central and northern 
sections. 


"The corn crop of the state is the best 


for a long term of years, the crop being 
fully matured even in those parts of the 
state, where it has not been considered 
safe to attempt to cultivate it.' Our .fig- 
ures relative to this crop look large, but 
we are satisfied that they arc not over- 
drawn. 


"The potato crop matured in fine form. 


There is little complaint of blight or rot, 
though in most locations considerable 
damage was reported from grub worms. 
Nevertheless the crop would have been 
fine but for the severe frost early in Oc- 
tober.' 


"It is estimated that hardly one-third 


of the crop had boon secured at that 
time, and from one-third to one-half of 
the tubers then in the ground were de- 
stroyed. In addition to the loss of crop 
the 
liability to mix 
frosted 
potatoes 


with sound ones has added immensely to 
the work of preparing the crop for mat;-,, 
ket and has 
unsettled 
prices for the, 


time. Aside from losses by frost, the 
crop remainss larger than that of last 
year and is of a better quality and prices 
will doubtless advance for clean, well as; 
sorted stock.

yield of cloversced is light and
